DETROIT, April 4 (AP). — 
Charging that union men were be- 
ing roughly treated by “roving 
bands of thugs, armed with iron 
bars,” the United Automobile 
Workers’ Union (CIO) threatened 
today to withdraw maintenance 
men it had agreed to have enter 
the strike-bound Ford Motor Co. 
plant at River Rouge. 

The union assertion came simul- 
taneously with announcement by 
James F. Dewey, Federal labor 
conciliator, that he was making 
arrangements to evacuate Negro 
workers who have.been in the 
plant since the strike began Tues- 
day night. The number of Ne- 
groes in the plant has been esti- 
mated at from 700 to as many as 
5000 


The union charge of mistreat- 
ment of ite members within the 
plant came in a formal statement 
by Michael F, Widman Jr., in 
clarge of the campaign to union- 
ize the Ford plants. Harlier in the 
day the union, seeking to have 
quashed a restraining Federal 
Court order, obtained subpenas 
for Henry and Edsel Ford to an- 
swer an allegation by the union 
that the Ford Company provoked 
the strike “as part of its design 
to impede national defense.” , 

Widman’s statement alleged that 
union workers were es 
searched” and “pushed around 
and punched” by a “heavily armed 
crowd of about 50 men” after en- 
tering Gate 4.

How Nazis Got Control. 


This infiltration into every 
executive post was made possible 
by persuading Mussdlini of the ad- 
vantage in principle of merging 

It was Made 
effective by .the Nazis pressing 
home every opportunity. 

When the Fascists asked Nazi 
Economic Director Karl Clodius to 
take less food from Italy he ar- 
ranged that the Germans should 
take direct-charge of rationing in 
Italy. When Italian industries be- 
gan to feel the pinch of British'sea 
power the Germans granted them 
raw.materials only at the price of 
taking over control of the com- 
petent ministries. and, worse, of 
the industries themselves. 


Consequently, not only are the 
political offices controlled by the 
Germans but the factories, too. In 
every factory that uses German 
raw materials German technicians 
are taking over the managerial 
posts. They have arranged, more- 
over, to buy stock in many of the 
factories, profiting by a wholly 
arbitrary exchange value for the 
mark.and the lire. 

Thus 50 per cent of Italian heavy 
industry is now controlled in one 
way or another by the Germans 
and it is interesting to note that 
in the last economic accord negoti- 
ated by Dr.. Clodius the whole 
fiction of a clearing account be- 
tween the two. countries. was 
dropped. Consequently, Italian 
economy is no longer independent 
in any sense. ; 

Having carefully prepared these 
moves, the“~Germans waited until 
the week before Christmas to 
strike. Until then the Italians had 
seen very little of the Germans. 
Uniforms were not conspicuous. 
The Germans were not untactful. 
The true nature of the alliance 
was not brought home to the man 
in the street, 


Hitler’s Hand Forced, 


It is very doubtful in my mind 
that the Germans wished to take 
over Italy.

WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull rejected 
Axis protests over American seiz- 
ures of German and Italian ships 
today, dismissing Germany’s con- 
ception of treaty obligations as 
“unthinkable” for “any civilized 
nation.” 

The State Department chief, in 
notes to the German and Italian 


Embassies, also declined an Ital- 
jan request for information as to 
what. was to become of the ships 
and their crews—in all 875 men 
and 30. vessels. 

He merely told the Embassy 
that appropriate authorities were 
considering this and that action 
would “be determined in -the light 
of the law and the pertinent facts.” 

The ships were taken Into cus- 
body under. an anti-sabotage law 
and Germany had protested that 
this violated both pare. 
law and a German-Am 
treaty, 

Reply to Nazi Contention, 

Hull retorted that international 
law did not permit “acts of de- 
struction in disregard of local 
law” and that there was nothing 
in the treaty “which lends even 
color of support” to the German 
thesis. 

“It would indeed be unthink~- 
able,” he said, “that any civil 
ized nation would become a party 
to atreaty containing any such pro- 
vision or that it would subscribe 
to any so-called principle of inter- 
national law which would permit 
foreign vessels to be brought to 
its harbors and roadsteads and 
there willfully damaged and 
wrecked in violation of law . ...” 

At the White House, President 
Roosevelt pinned responsibility for 
widespread sabtotage on Admiral 
Roberto Lais, the Italian naval at- 
tache, whose recall has been re 
quested by the United States. He 
told his press conference that it 
seems to have been proved that 
a great deal of sabotage of Italian 
merchantmen was on order of the 
Ad ‘ 

At New Orleans the Federal 
grand jury returned indictments 
charging “conspiracy te commit 
acts against the United States”

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BRITISH FORCES 

CONCENTRATING 
IN LIBYA TO GIVE | 
BATTLE 10 AXIS 


Retiring East From Bengasi 
to ‘Prepared Positions’ in 
Face of 20,000 Motor- 
ized Troops — R.A.F. in 
Action. 


LIBYA DRIVE SEEN AS PART 
OF AXIS PINCER MOVEMENT: 
WITHURAWAL STIRS LONDON 


LONDON, April 4 (AP). 


NFORMED Britons, admit- 
tedly depressed over the with- 
drawal from SBengasi, de- 
scribed it today as part of an 
“elastic defense” against what 
is regarded as the start of a 
gigantic Axis pincer movement 
aimed eventually at Suez, with 
the other prong in the Balkans. 
The general public was sur- 
prised by the Germans’ ability 
to get a considerable armored 
force past the British Mediter- 
ranean fleet. Since Jan. 1, the 
Admiralty has announced the 
sinking of 109,000 tons of Axis 
shipping in the Mediterranean 
and observers said it was as- 
sumed some carried German 
troops. * 


The Berlin radio said today 
that German forces in Africa 
consist of “several armored and 
mechanized divisions,” but that 
exact numbers could not be 
given for military reasons. 


CAIRO, April 4 (AP).—British 
Middle East headquarters  an- 
mounced tonight that “concentra- 
tion of our advance elements” is 
taking place in Libya in the face of 
the German-Italian drive, indicat- 
ing that a major engagement might 
be in the offing. 

The Axis forces whose advance 
eastward forced the British to give 
up Bengasi yesterday are said to 
be two mechanized divisions, or 
about 20,000 men. 

Elaborating on the high com- 
mand announcement, a high offi- 
cial spokesman declared: 

“We shall allow the enemy to 
penetrate eastward until he 
reaches a point where we are sat- 
isfied we can give battle with the 
assurance fo success.” 

This official, who left Bengasi 
15 minutes ahead of the retiring 
British troops, said developments 
in the Western desert were exictly 
like the situation when Italian 
Marshal Rodolfo Graziani’s army 
advanced toward Sidi Barrani, 
Egypt, last fall. 

It would have been senseless, he 
said, to leave British light advance 
forces in this forward area ex- 
posed to the strength of the present 


German-Italian attack. Therefore, | 


he added, the British forces were 
withdrawing in good order to con- 
centrate in a region of prepared 
position. | 

R. A. F. Attacks. 


The Royal Air Force struck back 
at the Axis forces in a raid on 
motor transports in the Mersa 
Brega area Wednesday night, the 
R. A. F. announced. 

“After dropping bombs which 
were seen to burst among the ve- 
hicles, setting a number on fire, 
our aircraft descended to low al- 
titude and stopped several more 
vehicles by machine-gun fire. A 
successful bombing raid was also 
carried out on Tripoli (Libyan cap- 
ital).” 

Mersa Brega is about 150 miles 
south of Bengasi, from which the 
British have retired. It lies north- 
east of El Aghela, which was the 
most advanced point of the Brit- 
ish Libyan drive. 

(The German high command 
gaid the Axis forces were 30 miles 
from Bengasi.) 

Military observers said the port 
of Derna, 224 miles east of Bengasi 
with a freshwater supply vital to 
desert fighting, was a logical base 
for the next British stand.

TALY LOST MORE 
THAN 3000 IN SEA 
FIGHT, BRITISH SAY 


Estimate Revised Upward 
After Officers Report 
Seeing Thousands of 
Bodies in Water.

ALEXANDRIA, April 4 (AP).— 
British naval authorities asserted 
today that their original estimate 
of 300 Italians lost in last. week’s 
Ionian Sea naval engagement, now 
officially known as “The Battle of 
Cape Matopan,” may actually be 
considerabl incerased. 

In contrast to the Italian cas- 


ualties, the British have reported 
their casualties were confined to 


the crew of one naval plane. 


“Thousands of bodies of Italians 
were floating in the sea on the 
morning after the Italian cruisers 
Pola Fiume and Zara were sunk,” 
officers of the British cruiser 
Gloucester related on returning to 
this port. 

“They were strung over a 15- 
mile stretch off Cape Matapan 
(Greece),” said one officer. “Most 
of them floated face-down in big 
cork lifejackets. 

“Sometimes there were groups of 
a hundred or more bodies in one 
spot. Many of the bodies were 
half-clothed.”

STATE BOARD AFFIRMS 
CHT TAK ASSESSMENT 


Rejects Plea for 10 Pct. Cut 
—Final Realty Figure . 
$882,030,700.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 4.— 
A plea by the St. Louis Real Es- 
tate Exchange for a flat reduction 
of 10 per cent in the assessment 
of St. Louis real estate for 1941 


taxes was rejected today by the 
State Board of Equalization, in 
fixing the final tax valuations for 
realty and personal property. 

The board accepted the figure 
of $882,030,700 reported for St. 
Louis real estate by the City As- 
sessor, as recommended to the 
board by the State Tax Commis- 
sion. This was a_ reduction of 
$1,493,950 from the final valuation 
fixed for St. Louis real estate for 
1940 taxes. 

The board fixed the valuation of 
personal property in St. Louis at 
$114,522,180, the figure reported by 
the City Assessor and State Tax 
Commission. This was an in- 
crease of $4,714,480 from the 1940 
valuation. ’ 

The total assessment of realty 
and personal’ property for St. 
Louis is $996,552,880, an’ increase 
of $3,220,530 from last year. 

To this total will be added later 
the assessed valuation fixed for 


roads, pipe lines, bridge compa- 
nies and public utilities directly 
assessed by the state, and the mer- 
chants’ and manufacturers’ assess- 
ment. 

The board fixed a valuation of 
$266,643,979 for realty and personal 
property in St. Louis County, an 
increase of $11,529,941 from last 
year. 

The St. Louis County valuation 
included $51,313,490 for farm land, 
an increase of $1,969,190; $176,001,- 
660 for realty in cities and towns, 
an increase of $8,759,150; and $39,

The rebellion is a direct result 
of the smashing of the Dickmann- 
Hannegan machine in Tuesday’s 
election, which many of the com- 
mitteemen and committeewomen 
attribute to the governorship fight.

The indorsement was made at 
the request of C. Marion Hulen, 
chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee, who sent letters to the 
various county Democratic com 
mittees. : 

“Not Just a Few of Us.” 

A member of the dissident city 
committee faction told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “It’s not 
just a few of us who think a 
change would be a healthy thing 
for the Democratic organization— 
the feeling is general. The hand- 
ling of the Donnell issue played 
a heavy part in the election re- 
versal, and there have been other 
things, like. patronage disagree- 
-ments.” 

He said the anti-Hannegan group 
would wait a few days, as a cour- 
tesy, to see if Hannegan would re- 
sign. If there is no voluntary res- 
ignation, he added, the group will 
seek enough support to petition for 
a special election, at which Han- 
negan would be replaced. The de- 
cision to follow this procedure led 
to rumors that Hannegan . would 
resign. 

Hannegan Comment. 

Asked about this, Hannegan told

Probable Mexican Action.

“I note your allegation that there 
is no legal basis in international 
law for the action taken and that 
it constitutes a violation of the 
existing treaty of friendship, com- 
merce and consular rights, signed 
by our two governments on Dec. 4, 
1928. You even go so far. as to 
request that these vessels be re- 
stored to the ‘unlimited authority 
of the captains’ and that the mem- 
bers of the crews be placed at 
‘liberty immediately’ and allowed 
‘to return to and stay on board 
their ships,’ etc. 


Surprised by Demands; Cites 
U. S. Law on the Subject. 


“I am surprised at these extreme 
assertions and demands. In the

Measure for Use Tax on 
Autos Perfected—Numer- 
ous Amendments to Sales 


Tax Legislation.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 4— 

Confronted with a depleted State 


treasury, mounting State depart- 
ment demands for more funds and 
equally insistent pleas of taxpayer 
groups for a balanced budget, the 
House started a drive this week to 
put through three bills strengthen- 
ing the sales tax law and creating 
use taxes, which the sponsors hope 
will producs about $2,500,000 in ad- 
ditional net revenue annually. 
When the sales tax bill was tak- 
en up today it became apparent 
that numerous amendments would 
be offered and House leaders were 
attempting to hold a quorum of 
members through the day until 
consideration of the bill could be 
completed. The bill re-enacts the 
2 per cent sales tax and is designed 
to plug some of the revenue leaks. 
The House defeated amendments 
designed to exempt municipalities 
from the sales tax and to eliminate 
from the act a provision prohibit- 
ing merchants from advertising 
that they would absorb the sales 
tax or that the tax would not be 
added to the sales price of com- 


modities. 

One amendment adopted would 
gubject to the sale tax all re- 
ceipts of coin-operated music boxes, 
all .other coin-operated devices, 
pin ball machines, menageries, rol- 
ler rinks and similar amusement 
devices. This amendment was of- 
fered by Representative W. W. 
Sunderwirth (Rep.) Cedar County. 

The House late yesterday per- 
fected one of the bills, creating a 
use tax of 2 per cent on sales of 
automobiles. This is the process 
of amending the bill preparatory 
to passage by the House. 

The bill establishing the use tax 
would levy 2 per cent on tangible 
personal property where the pur- 
chase order ig taken in Missouri 
but the merchandise is shipped to 
the buyer outside Missouri. This 
would reach numerous interstate 
transactions. 

The bills originated with the de- 
partment of State Auditor Forrest 
Smith, who has supervision of ad- 
ministration of the present sales 
tax law. 

Smith’s department has estimat- 
ed that the three bills, if finally 
passed by the Legislature in sub- 
stantially their present form, will 
produce about $5,000,000 in addi- 
tional net revenue in a biennial 
period. 

The automobile use tax bill per- 
fected in the House yesterday en- 
countered considerable opposition, 
but was put through without sub- 
stantial change in its provisions. 
This bill would levy a tax of 2 per 
cent on the purchase price of new 
or used automobiles, to be paid by 
the purchaser. It provides that the 
tax must be paid at the time of 
issuance of a certificate of title 
of ownership, and that no such 
title may be issued by the State 
Motor Vehicle Commissioner until 
the tax ig paid. 

Sponsors of the bill asserted it 
would prevent an existing practice 
of purchasing automobiles outside 
Missouri, particularly in border 
cities, and thereby escaping pay- 
ment of the present State sales 
tax. The act provides for admin- 
istration by the Secretary of State. 


Donnell Says Stark-Approved Bud- 
get Must Be Cut. 

Gov. Donnell told legislative lead- 
ers at a conference yesterday that 
proposed appropriations for the 
1941-42 biennium, as approved by 
former Gov. Stark in his budget 
message to the Legislature, would 
have to be reduced about 9 per 
cent if expenditures are to be kept 
within anticipated revenues. 

The Governor, who has been at- 
tempting to effect economies in 
the State government, said he 
called the conference for a gen- 
eral discussion of the State's fi- 
nancial situation and to determine 
what steps could be taken to bal- 
ance the budget. No definite de- 
cisions were reached as to where 
appropriation cuts would be made, 
he said. 

The Governor said he pointed 
out general revenues for the two 
years will total $94,471,102, but 
that debts from the previous bi- 
ennium would reduce the available 
revenues by $2,507,921. Taking 
one-third of the revenue for sup- 
port of public schools will leave 
only $60,872,381 to maintain other

11 TANKS RECEIVES 
REICH’S TOP MEDAL

Hitler Congratulates Gunner, 
First Man From Ranks to 
Get Knights Cross. , 


BERLIN, April 4 (AP).—Corp. 
Hubert Brinkforth, 25 years old, 
a baker in peacetime, was received 
by Adolf. Hitler today and con- 
gratulated on being awarded the 
highest military decoration for de- 
molishing 11 British tanks in 20 
minutes at Abbeville last May. The 
Westphalian gunner is the only| 
man from the ranks to receive the 
Knights Cross of the Iron Cross. 

As he marched by, guards be- 
fore the Chancellery presented 
arms for the first time in their 
lives to a soldier not an officer. 

The Knights Cross was awarded

The farm bill went through with 
a chorus of “ayes” from farm- 
minded Senators and was sent 
back to the House for considera- 
tion of $449,798,707 of increases. 

Senator Russell (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, floor manager for the supply 
bill in the Senate, said the “top- 
heavy Senate votes ought to con- 
vince the House of the justice of 
every one of these increases.” 
Nevertheless theré were signs of a 
legislative tug-of-war ahead for the 
Joint Conference Committee which 
will try to compose the differences 
of the two chambers. ; 

Taft Economy Plea Fails. 

Despite an impassioned plea by 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, against 
“Treasury ’ raids” and increasing 
non-defense outlays, the Senate re- 
jected, 61 to 9, an attempt to 
reduce the fund for farm parity 
payments from $450,000,000 to the 
$212,000,000 voted by the House 
and recommended by President 
Roosevelt’s budget. 

Southern and Midwestern Sen- 
ators protested that national de- 
ferise expenditures were not help- 
ing the farmer and overwhelming- 
ly backed the $238,000,000 increase. 
Of this, $150,000,000 would be paid 
out on this year’s crops. 

Efforts to reduce f funds 
collapsed with this vote d the 
Senate plumped 56 to 0 for a $35,- 
000,000 increage in appropriations 
for surplus removal operations, 


which includes the stamp pian for | 


distributing food to the needy.

‘Public Cannot Condone 
Quibbling.’ 


NEW YORK, April 4 (AP).— 
Dr. John R. Steelman, director of 
the United States Conciliation 
Service, told deadlocked soft coal 
operators and miners today it is 
imperative that the mines be re- 
opened by Monday, and that “the 
public cannot condone quibbling 
while 400,000 men and 85 per cent 
of the nation’s bituminous mines 
stand idle.” 

“With due regard to the national 
emergency and in the interest of 
the public,” Steelman said in a 
statement, “it is suggested that the 
United Mine Workers of America 
(CIO) and the bituminous coal 
operators agree to reopen the 
mines. 

“Further conferences looking to 
a negotiated agreement should pro- 
ceed as soon as possible, with the 
understanding that any changes 
made affecting earnings be retro- 
active to the date workers re- 
sume.” 

Steelman gave no indication of 
what position the Government 
would take if the conferees did 
not assure reopening, but he ap- 
peared optimistic that the Federal 
request would be met. 

Miner and operator representa- 
tives made no comment on Steel- 
man’s statement but agreed to re- 
sume negotiations this afternoon. 

The mines in the eight-state Ap- 
palachian area have been idle 
since Monday midnight. President 
Roosevelt urged that negotiations 
pe continued to prevent a stoppage 
and lessen any danger to the de- 
fense effort. A 48-hour period of 
extended negotiations, which had 
been agreed on, expired last mid- 
night. 

In announcing the further exten- 
sion of deliberations, Steelman ex- 
plained, “this is done to assure the 
public that the mines will be re- 
opened by Monday.” 

The soft coal miners are seeking 
a blanket $l-a-day increase, or a 
flat $7-a-day-wage, instead of the 
existing $6 in the North and $5.60 
in the South; a guaranteed 200 
working days a year and annual 
two-week vacations with pay.

Mississippi Valley Co. Asks 

IL.C. C. for Permission to 
Take Over $1,750,000 
in Stock. 


The Mississippi Valley Barge 
Line Co, filed application with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
in Washington today to buy the 
$1,750,000 in issued and outstand- 
ing stock of the Campbell Trans- 
portation Co. of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
which operates barge lines from 
Pittsburgh to New Orleans. 

To make the purchase, the com- 
pany has arranged to borrow $2,- 
000,000 from the Mercantile-Com- 
merce Bank & Trust Co. here, and 
the First National Bank of Chica- 
go.

It must, he said, “police and au- 
ne the New Deal i ag egg 

to protect our country from fi- 
nincial, political and social bank- 
ruptcy.” 

The two great dangers confront- 
ing the nation, Martin said, are 
that “some groups may seek to 
make use of our present emer- 
gency and the great burden of 
debt we are piling up. to destroy 
our economic and political sys- 
tem” and that “the Republican 
party, suddenly returned to pow- 
er through reaction against the 
New Deal, might lack a carefully- 
prepared program of action.”

JEFFERSON CITY, April 4.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court, in a 
preliminary report filed late yes- 
terday with the Legislature, re- 
quested an extension of time until 
the 1943 legislative session to pre-. 
pare recommendations on a thor- 
ough overhauling of the code and 
rules for civil procedure to simplify 
litigation and to eliminate delays, 
unnecessary costs and procedural 

injustices. 

The Court had been requested by 
the 1939 Legislature, through a 
concurrent resolution adopted by 
the Senate and House, to submit 
suggestions for revision of the civil 
code to the 1941 Legislature. 

Chief Justice C. A. Leedy Jr., 
who filed the prelimin&ry report 
on behalf of the Court en banc, 
told the Legislature in his letter of 
transmittal that the scope of the 
inquiry was such that the Court 
believed “further study is not only 
highly desirable but imperative.” 

The Court filed with the Legis- 
lature copies of a report made to 
it by a committee of 54 lawyers 
appointed by the Supreme Court in 
November, 1939, to study the ques- 
tion of desirable reforms in Mis- 
souri’s antiquated civil code. This 
committee, headed by Kenneth 
Teasdale of St. Louis as chairman, 
filed its report with the Court last 
December. This report, with many 
supporting documents, approached 
the question of civil code reform 
from several angles. 

The committee suggested two 
different plans to the court, with- 
out final specific recommendations. 
One plan would have involved par- 
tial revision of the present code 
through amendments. of existing 
laws, to eliminate delays, simplify 
and modernize procedure and re- 
duce litigation costs. 

The second plan would have re- 
written virtually the entire civil

especially if, as the Germans push 
southward toward the Aegean, 
there is any chance of really 
strong German air-borne forces 
establishing themselves there. Here 
again the British have probably 
held their hands so far because 
they would rather take chances of 
keeping the Italians in order by 
heavy bombing than face the po- 
litical decision between Greek and 
Turkish claims which might result 
if they took the islands. 

Weakened as the garrisons must 
be by long blockade, the actual 
capture should not be very dif- 
ficult, and it is very likely that 
the decision to attack cannot be 
long postponed. One possible so- 
lution is to give the islands. to 
Turkey, and compensate Greece by 
an outright gift of Cyprus, fol- 
lowed by a post-war exchange of 
populations. 

“Nuisance” Force. 

4. TRIPOLITANIA. The German 
forces in Tripolitania, probably 
with some Italian aid, are making 
as great a nuisance of themselves 
as their strength permits. They 
are, of course, trying to prevent 
the dispatch of further reinforce- 
ments to the Balkans. They are 
also trying to impress on Gen. 
Weygand that he does not have 
any chance of linking himself up 
with the British, and had better 
not entertain such notions. 

The prospective release of con- 
siderable British forces in East 
Africa, where the fall of Asmara 
seems likely to be followed very 
quickly by complete capitulation 
of the remaining Italian forces, 
may give Gen. Wavell the effective 
means he needs to rid himself of 
this nuisance in Tripolitana; espe- 
cially as the British Mediterranean 
fleet, by the completion of its dis- 
tant convoy duties and the battle 
of the Ionian Sea, has regained 
in large measure its freedom of 
action to support any move toward 
Tripoli. But Wavell will have to 
keep in mind also the possible need 
for using these additional troops 
to support Greece, Turkey or 
Yugoslavia. 

Here, indeed, considerations of 
morale and of the higher ethical 
values on which the cause of the 
democtacies is based, may inter- 
vene. For it is certainly the 
bounden duty, as well as the ad- 
vantage of the British common- 
wealth and the United States to 
give, quickly and in the fullest 
measure, every ounce of aid we 
can to those small countries which 


have dared to espouse our cause 


and have, in so doing, 

themselves to the frightful ven 
geance of the common enemy. 
Their claims should come first, 
barring absolutely prohibitive con- 
ditions: their claims to arms and 
supplies today, their claims at the 
peace table tomorrow. For they, 
the Greeks, the Yugoslavs and in 
all probability the Turks—have 
dared to stand, sword in hand, 
when prospects were dark and the 
enemy was at their gates. They 
are entitled to swift, effective,

Greek and Italian Wealthy Classes 
View War as Personal Adventure 


Weller Cites Case of Roman Prince, Who 
Though Anti-Fascist, Died for Country— 
Athens’ Millionaire Enlists as Private.

N Greece and Italy the atti-

war is sharply different, but in 
a contrasted way, from the gen- 
eral public psychology described in 
my dispatch yesterday. 

Rome, in midwinter, when the 
writer passed through, was over- 
shadowed by the death of the 23- 
year-old son of one of the two old- 
est Italian families, Prince Ca- 
millo Caetani,. ‘He was the last of 
his line and a 700-year-old family 
died out with him. He met Greek 
fire in the mountains of Albania, 
and because it took too long to get 
him to a dressing station, because 
of the half-prepared state of Ital- 
ian support, he bled to death. 

Prince Caetani had little sympa- 
thy for Fascism, but a great love 
for Italy and his many ancestors 
distinguished in military annals, 
and wearing his Lieutenant’s uni- 


form, he died in their name, and 


not Mussolini's. 

Prince Caetani left one witti- 
cism that be be remembered after 
the war is over. In the first days, 
before German anti-aircraft gun- 
ners arrived in Italy, the Italians 
placed their guns around the edge 
of the city. When the first prac- 
tice alarm was sounded, and the 
guns began firing, the barrage 


formed an umbrella over the city 


and shells began dropping in the 
downtown boulevards. The Forum 
was peppered, the Colosseum 
chipped, and shrapnel even fell in 
the Piazza Venezia. 

“What is this, anyway?” asked 
Prince Caetani, “the Italo-Italian 
war?”

ical” law of supply and demand.

ABOR unions have been in the 

doghouse in America through- 
out most of our history. With the 
Roosevelt administration, they got 
the best break they have ever had. 
There was a vast extension of or- 
ganization, in a period of great 
strain, stress and depression. It 
came fast and it was fought at 
every step by many employers. 
That kind of development does not 
usually result in very enlightened 
leadership.

Can anyone seriously maintain peace 
is a condition in which, after providing 
for the upkeep of a mighty military ma- 
chine consuming more and still more of 
our resources year after year, we have 
nothing left for butter, houses, relief, so- 
cial security or education? 

If we go to war, what are we going to 


war for? I would answer: For the pur- |: 


pose of securing world peace, a real, not 
a pseudo, peace, in which nations may 
work out their destiny, a peace in which 
guns are scarce and butter more plen- 
tiful. 

The statement is rather threadbare 
that we are fighting to save democracies 
but that Greece, Turkey and China are 
not democracies. We are not fighting 
to save democracy except where it al- 
ready exists: we are fighting against a 
creeping paralysis of civilization against 
irrational fofces within and without, and 
we are fighting with those who also 
would fight against it. 

Dr. Hutchins says the nations are as 
fearful and ignorant today as they were 
in the last war. Fearful we may be, but 
if we haven't acquired at least the sense 
to prevent by collective action the re- 

* arming of any Power for the avowed 
purpose of terrorizing the earth, we are 
not ignorant—we are/incurably insane, 
and there is no hope for us. E.G. P.

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POLITICAL FARCE IN FIVE ACTS. 
ACT ONE. 

Time: Before the Democratic overturn in 1932. 
The Democrats are on the outside looking in at the 
St. Louis City Hall. They have been there for 
years. The system of electing Aldermen by city-wide 
vote always gives the Republicans every seat in the 
board, even though the Democrats regularly carry 
some wards. So the Democrats lay plans to amend 
the City Charter in order to elect Aldermen by wards. 

ACT TWO. ; 

Time: After the 19382 overturn. The Democrats 
are now in power in the Legislature. Senator Kin- 
ney of St. Louis introduces a resolution to amend the 
Missouri Constitution so St. Louis may vote on a 
charter change from election of Aldermen at large 
to election by wards. The prospect now is that 8t. 
Louis, after years of one-party control of municipal 
affairs, will at last have representative govern- 
ment and a watchful minority in the City Hall. 


ACT THREE. 

Time: November election, 1934. Constitutional 
amendment, sponsored by the Democrats, is adopted 
by vote of the entire State. The majority for it in 
St. Louis is 145,000 to 78,000, virtually 2 to 1. Pre- 
sumably the Board of Aldermen will now submit the 
necessary Charter change resolution to the voters of 
St. Louis for immediate approval, as forecast by the 
1934 mandate. 

ACT FOUR. 

Time: A span of seven years. The Democrats have 
come into control of the Board of Aldermen in the 
1933 election, and in 1935 they gain the rest of the 
29 seats in a second city-wide Democratic sweep. 
Now they do not want election of Aldermen by 
wards. That would give the Republicans two or 
three or maybe even four seats in the board. The 
Democratic Aldermen now.do not care about mi- 
nority representation, about democratic procedure. 
They now are interested only in their own seats. 
So they throttle every proposal for election by wards. 
They go on throttling these proposals for seven years, 
killing one such bill as late as March 21, 1941. May- 
or Dickmann ducks and dodges on the issue, finally 
dismissing it as “a legislative matter.” 


ACT FIVE. 

Time: April 1-8, 1941. Mayor Dickmann is de- 
feated by 35,000 votes and along with him 16 Demo- 
cratic Aldermen in the city-wide Republican sweep. 
Among the 16 are four Democrats who carry their 
own wards. But for their defeat, the Democrats 
would retain a majority in the Board of Aldermen. 
So the Democratic Aldermen now once more want 
election by wards. Licking their wounds and look- 
ing toward 1943 with completely partisan eyes, they 
meet immédiately after the election, get the ward 
election bill out of the pigeonhole and pass it unan- 
imously. Mayor Dickmann forthwith announces 
that he will sign the bill. 

Thus, St. Louis finally obtains an opportunity to 
vote on a long-needed reform, not because the Demo- 
cratic Aldermen favor it in principle, but solely be- 
cause they are still looking out for their now badly 
scarred political skins.

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ITALY’S SAD STORY. 

With uncensored brush, John T. Whitaker, in the 
series of articles begun in yesterday's Post-Dispatch, 
paints the picture of what has befallen the gay, 
romantic and sensitive people of Italy. It is a drab 
picture. Rubbed out are the cerulean skies over 
Naples, the emerald valleys of the Trentino, the 
azure lakes of Lombardy.

One recalls the words of 
the Italian Consul General in New York, spoken as 
he resigned his post last June: “This association with 
Hitler is a one-way ride, which will end in disaster 
for Italy if she enters the conflict.”

-all citizens made a practice of beating every tax they 


could get out of paying, government would break 
down. 

But in any event, these tax-dodging politicians 
might at least be sports enough to pay up in ad- 
vance of election. They might be willing to take 
that chance. Must they really wait until after they 
have been elected in order to run no possible risk of 
paying an annual tax bill of only a few dollars? 
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MR. HESS INTRODUCES A GOOD BILL. 

State Representative David A. Hess of St. Louis is 
known to fame chiefly for his horse-racing and dog- 
racing bills, his stubborn stand for repeal of the 
non-partisan court amendment and his sponsorship 
of other non-progressive causes. Now, however, Mr. 
Hess has introduced a bill of genuine social merit, 
and the good citizens who have opposed his legisla- 
tive projects for so many years can join wholeheart- 
edly in its support. 


The new Hess bill, an amendment to the present |. 


marijuana law, proposes to forbid the sale of barbital 
and other drugs of the barbiturate group except on 


a doctor’s prescription. Its passage would put Mis- |’ 


souri in step with the 27 other states which now 
provide this protection for their people. For the 
barbiturates, commonly used as sleeping tablets, 
are highly dangerous when taken without guidance 
as to their deadly effects, Hach year these com- 
pounds figure in a large number of accidental deaths 
by overdosage, and also a large number of suicides. 
There are some 1200 derivatives, and the bill might 
be broadened by a phrase to include all these com- 
pounds. With this amendment, it deserves wide- 
spread support and passage by the Legislature. 
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‘ MELANCHOLY AFTERTHOUGHT. 

Reports from the taverns and quick-lunch restau- 
rants around City Hall are that the boys now order

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A MEASURE OF TODAY’S TRAGEDY. 

Superficially, at least, there was a vast differ- 
ence between the characters of Virginia Woolf and 
Count Pal Teleki of Hungary, both listed yesterday 
as suicides. 

Mrs. Woolf was one of the most sensitive, most 
delicate contemporary practitioners of the art of 
English prose writing. Hers was a gentle discern- 
ment which, very understandably, must have found 
it extremely difficult to raise barriers against the 
fierce emotions of a mad world. os 

Count Teleki, too, was a person of culture and 
breeding. But he was a diplomatist, a statesman 
of post-Versailles Hurope. The representative of a 
Power which had been given little more than a 
chance to live, he was an old hand at Europe’s in- 
ternational poker game. In parrying first one pres- 
sure and then another, he must have taken on some 
of the steely quality of -his rapier, 

Yet for both of these, the sensitive woman and 
the seasoned statesman, the tumults of the times 
became unbearable. Wit and purpose, hope and for- 
titude, and all the other things which enable men 
to cope with grossly unequal odds, were in the end 
not enough for this woman and this man. 

Added to the thousands and thousands of un- 
recorded suicides, these two deaths are a measure 
of today’s tragedy.

Culture! 


Separating culture from life always burdens a nation with ugliness, 
a noted critic avers, since former must have roots in the ground to 
represent a civilization, to be appreciated by the people and to 
make for richer living; results of turning to other times and themes. 


Brooks Atkinson, Drama Critic and Essayist, in the New York Times. 


AVING nothing better to do the other 

day, two or three of us were talking 

about culture. But presently we discov- 
ered that we were not talking about the 
same thing. To some of us, culture referred 
to taste and knowledge acquired by study. 
To the rest of us, culture was the whole 
process by which men and women develop 
into maturity from childhood. 

From this point of view, culture may be 
good or bad according to the beauty or brut- 
ishness of the mature individual, but it is 
all part of the process by which an Amer- 
ican civilization is being developed in an 
environment of liberty. 

Benjamin Franklin had a coarser nature 
than Thomas Jefferson. But if the Frank- 
lin influence’ were eliminated from the 
American tradition, the American culture 
would lack the practical common sense that 
has made it work. 

Emerson said: “I like a man who can ad- 
mire a fine barn as well as a fine tragedy.” 
Brom any comprehensive point of view, 
Emerson’s connoisseur of barns and trage- 
dies would be the completely cultivated man. 

The word “culture” does not arouse much 
enthusiasm among defenders of democracy 
because it has been blindly used, as if cul- 
ture were a pastime or an artificial adorn- 
ment of the mind. There is plenty of his- 
torical authority for that misapprehension. 
A half-century or so ago, culture was rev- 
erently approached as if it were something 
that inhabited a rarefied atmosphere gpart 
from the common usages of men and 
women. 

A good deal of the contemporary art was 
escaping from life as fast as it could. When 
Browning wrote a drama for Macready, he 
turned away from contem ideas to a 
historical period in which he could imitate 
Shakespeare, who was then, as now, the 
apotheosis of culture. Tennyson instinctive- 
ly did the same thing. Although Thomas 
Bailey Aldrich had a charming environment 
to write about, and did so with engaging 
humor in “The Story of a Bad Boy,” he 
wrote of “Judith of Bethulia” for the stage, 
because that seemed .to be a cultured sub- 
ject worthy of a well-bred poet. 

Remoteness from actuality created an 
aura of refinement. Pater wrote a studied 
prose that was as remote as possible from 
the common speech, and cultured people took 
it seriously. In the last quarter of the nine- 
teenth century, rich people fled from the 
coarseness of America to Europe in search 
of culture. Separating culture from the or. 
dinary habits of daily life had some ap- 
palling consequences here.

We still suffer from some of them. That 
was how we acquired the domestic architec. 
ture that twisted houses into abominable 
shapes and weird planes and sheathed their 
porches in wooden lace. To separate culture 
from life is to burden a nation with ugliness 
and eccentricity. 

In the culture of a country, the theater 
has one great advantage. It cannot be re- 
fined away from life. If people feel that a 
play is setting up artificial standards of re- 
finement, they stay away enthusiastically.

Not many of us recognized 
the living culture of democracy in the -al- 
legorical arabesques of Mr. Barry's fantasy, 
for it lacked warmth, gusto and humanity 
and it had no momentum. Unlike O’Casey’s 
“Within the Gates,” which danced on the 
greensward of a city park, “Liberty Jones” 
might have been engendered in a labora- 
per It did not come out of the hurly-burly 
OQ e. 


Many crude and coarse things have gone 


.inte the creation of American culture. For- 


ests have been cut down. and burned and 
the stumps torn out of the ground. The 
ground has been gutted for coal and metals. 
The bowels of the earth have been punc- 
tured for oil. Canals, railroads and high- 
ways have been hacked across the land- 
scape. Millions of farmers and laborers have 
been brought across the Atlantic in the dark 
holds of ships and dispatc across the 
country in immigrant trains 

Now the spirit of our culture is recorded 
abundantly on the stage, in the libraries and 
concert halls, on murals in public places, ix 
the corridors and on the walls of museums 
and in the soaring architecture of modern 
cities. But who is to say that these flow- 
ers of culture are any better than the lives 
of millions of undistinguished Americans 
who are trying to reach up into the light 
and hold their children a uttle higher? They 
are contributing to American culture.

Chilean fishermen to sail them out 
to waiting Japanese freighters and 
the next step on their journey 
home via the trans-Siberian rail- 
way.

The use of this underground rail- 
way for the repatriation of sea- 
men ig only a test, however, for 
the day when it might be needed 
for the evacuation of German na- 
tionals in these two countries, or 
for the movement of spies in the 
event of War. 

Undoubtedly these Gestapo ac- 
tivities were among the topics dis- 
cussed at the recent meeting to 
which Freiherr von Thermann, 
German Ambassador to Argentina, 
summoned the German Ambassa- 
dors of Bolivia, Chile and Peru. 
In the Hotel Carrera at Santiago, 
Chile, the four met to hear the 
latest instructions from Berlin. 


Envoy’s Speech. 


Von Thermann had just returned 
from a trip home via the Italian 
air line, Lati, the last bridge across 
the British blockade for the South 
American Nazis. A hint at the pat- 
tern for German action, in the 
event Germany defeats Britain, 
was the speech he made on his ar- 
rival at Buenos Aires. 

He said that Germany, after the 
war, would be the world’s greatest 
purchaser of foodstuffs. The im- 
plied threat was: “Be good now or 
we'll buy elsewhere later.” 

United States observers, having 
viewed with some alarm the ex- 
tensive travels of Gen. Niedenfuhr, 
head of all South American Nazis, 
and Dr. Rieth, Hitler’s personal 
representative for this continent, 
took heart from the following in- 
cident: 

The inevitable Nazi-propaganda 
film, “Victory in the West,” was 
to be shown to the Chilean army. 
For 20 years Chilean officers have 
been trained by German military 
experts. But the Chilean War Min- 
ister forbade them to attend the 
show as officers and refused to 
go himself.

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| ‘THE LABOR PROBLEM 


By JOSEPH ALSOP and ROBERT KINTNER 


the past all combine to make the 
labor problem a sort of political 
cat’s cradle. In order to unwind 
it, one must begin with the intense 
feeling between the President and 
John L. Lewis. — 


Although Philip Murray of the 
Steel Workers’ Organizing Com- 
mittee now is the front man, John 
Lewis still is the most powerful 
force in the CIO. His United Mine 
Workers have the cash. The ex- 
treme left-wingers he gathered 
around him, such as the CIO gen- 
eral counsel, Lee Pressman, retain 
their important posts. It is easy 
to see why the President should 
dislike Lewis, since Lewis turned 
on Roosevelt after Roosevelt's la- 
bor policies made possible the CIO. 
It is more difficult to understand 
Lewis’ hatred for Roosevelt. The 
commonest story is that it flows 
from the labor leader’s sense of 
being snubbed by the President 
supposedly ardently encouraged by 
Pressman and his daughter-secre- 
tary, Miss Katherine Lewis. But 
whatever its source, it is certain 
that the hatred exists. 

left-wingers 


Lewis and the 
around him are trying to use the 
defense emergency for two pur- 
poses. First, by taking the offen- 
sive, and charging the more mod- 
erate leaders of the type of Sidney 
Hillman with “selling labor down 
the river,” they hope to establish 
their primacy in the labor move- 
ment. Second, they would like to 
bring the President to terms with 
them. Lewis once told Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins that he 
thought the President should in- 
tervene, to force such recalcitrant 
employers as the Bethlehem Steel 
Co. and Ford to sign up with the 
CIO. No doubt it would give Lewis 
exquisite pleasure to exact from 
the President this sort of appease- 
ment, which also would serve his 
first purpose. 


Complex Relationships. 


N a level lower than the rela- 
() ticnsnip between Roosevelt and 

Lewis is the relationship be- 
tween three mutually distaste- 
ful groups, the last-ditch open 
shop employers, the New Deal 
crowd around the President, and 
the left-wingers around Lewis. 
The New Dealers hate Lewis’ 
left-wingers, but are deterred 
by their liberal tradition from 
doing anything about it. No 
such deterrent operates to restrain 
their attitude towards the open 
shop employers. They are cur- 
rently supporting Labor, with a 
capital L, as a counterweight to 
the businessmen brought into 
Washington by the defense pro- 


‘gram, They assert that the mod- 


erate labor leaders must be 
strengthened against the left-wing- 
ers. Accordingly, while unwilling 
to repress the left-wingers directly, 
they advocate taking over the shop 
of any employer who clings to the 
open shop idea. 

Taking over large sectors of in- 


dustry is politically difficult but 
the New Dealers’ line tends to nul- 
lify any other drastic labor policy. 
The CIO left-wingsrs, who have 
been active in almost every one 
of the important strikes to date, 
are thus free to make hay without 


{much interference. For the Presi- 


dent takes only half measures, 
such as the establishment of the 
Hillman labor division at the 
OPM, Hiliman’s appointment as 
OPM co-director, and the naming 
of a mediation board, excellent in 
personnel, but with no power ex- 
cept the pressure of public opinion. 
Allis-Chalmers, 


HE Allis-Chalmers strike well 

illustrates the resulting mess. 

The strike was called after a 
fraudulent ballot by a local CIU 
leader of the left-wing group, who 
certainly wished to promote his 
own influence, among other mo- 
tives. The head of the Allis-Chal- 
mers company was a violent open 
shop man, and a strong supporter 
of America First. During the first 
two months of the strike, neither 
the OPM, nor the ordinary depart- 
ments of the Government did any- 
thing very energetic about it. Con- 
ciliators were sent eto the scene. 
The chiefs of the Navy Department 
talked of taking over. A memo- 
randum was drawn up under the 
auspices of Knudsen and Hillman 
as a basis of negotiation, but was 
first rejected by Allis-Chalmers as 
calling for a closed shop, and then, 
after the addition of a clarifying 
page by Hillman, turned down by 
the union as not calling for a closed 
shop. 

In the end the ballot fraud was 
exposed, and Knudsen and Secre- 
tary of the Navy Frank Knox 
bluntly ordered the not-unwilling 
Allis-Chalmers company to open 
its plant. In the meantime, support 
for the strike had grown, and 
there were riots. Knox, Knudsen, 
Hillman and everybody else want- 
ed to tackle the matter in earnest 
from the start. They did their 
best, but they lacked the needed 
authority to force a settlement. 

Here is where public opinion, the 
biggest but the slowest of all fac- 
tors in the labor situation, is bound 
to come in sooner or later. Such 
episodes as the Allis-Chalmers 
strike have filled the Congress, 
the best of all reflectors of public 
opinion, with violent resentment. 
The demand for strong measures 
to deal with the labor situation 
would have produced results long 
ago, had not the House and Senate 
leaders struggled manfully to hold 
their followers back. The demand 
will soon grow too pressing to be 
ignored. Then the CIO left-wing- 
ers will learn the penalty of irre- 
sponsible ambition. The New Deal- 
ers will regret that they did not 
temper their good intentions with 
a realistic assessment of the polit- 
ical realities. The too-obstinate 
employers will also suffer and, in 
short, everyone will be very wn- 
happy indeed.

SCALLOPED potatoes axe the 
7 ideal accompaniment to a meat 

which has no gravy of its own, 
whether it is chops, steak, meat 
loaf or just hamburger patties.

The reason many 
women don’t serve escalloped po- 
tatoes oftener is that they take 
so long to cook, and it seems so 
much easier to serve them cr ed 
or just boiled. But the process of 
escalloping can be hurried up, as 
you will see when you try this 
recipe, by simply having the -pota- 
toes and the sauce thoroughly heat- 
ed before putting them. into the 
oven. The little extra work this 
makes is. more than balanced by 
the convenience of having to allow 
only a little more than half an 
hour from preparation to service. 


Quick Escalloped Potatoes. 

Two tablespoons butter, two ta- 
blespoons flour, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, one and: three-fourths 
cup milk, five cups sliced potatoes. 

Melt butter in saucepan, stir in 
flour and salt, and add milk. slow- 
ly, stirring constantly until sauce 
boils and thickens. Add potatoes 
and heat, with occasional stirring, 
until the sauce boils up again.

“I suppose I’m about the oldest 
of the old singers left. The others

years, and I sang there when they 
put the bell in the belfry and when 
they dedicated all the altars—let’s 
see, that must be 40 years ago. I 
remember I sang Gounod’s ‘Ave 
Maria.’ 

“Then I sang for the dedication 
of St. Matthew's church and at 
St. Mark’s church and 8t. Mala- 
chy’s—oh, I don’t believe there's a 
church I haven’t sung in. At. St. 
Mark’s, J remember I was the solo- 
ist and Vincent Boisaubin, who's 
now an attorney, was the reader. 
I also remember that John Rohan, 
a well-known baritone, who sang 
at Temple Isra’l for years, made 
his first public appearance sing- 
‘ing a duet with me, and he was so 
nervous I was afraid he'd never 
be able to finish it. 


“Music was my hobby and my 
love from the time I was able to 
sing, and from the time I was 16 
years old I sang in church enter- 
tainments, Methodist and Baptist, 
as well as Catholic. I used to sing 
at all the important funerals, too, 
and at every St. Patrick’s day cele- 
bration. 


“They used to call me ‘The Little 
Irish Girl,’” she continued, “al- 
though my name is French, be- 
cause I sang so many Irish songs. 
I used to sing Bonnie Sweet Bes- 
sie, the Maid of Dundee, and my 
favorite song, Dear Little Sham- 
rock, and Killarney, and The Kerry 
Dance, Come Back to Erin, and 
Mother Machree, and, of course, 
The Pretty Maid Milking Her 
Cow, or Callin Dhas Cruithin Na 
Bho. Just recently,” she said, smil- 
ing broadly, “I heard Judy Garland 
sing that in a.motion picture, and 
it was perfectly beautiful. Of 
course she jazzes the last verse, but, 
even so, it’s lovely. 

“T remember Dr. R. Emmet’ 
Kane’s father lived opposite the 
Rock Church,” she said, “and he 
didn’t like anything but Irish airs. 
Every time he heard I was going 
to sing he’d say, ‘Is.she going to 
sing an Irish air? Because, if she’s 
not, I won't go.’ One time I disap- 
pointed him and didn’t sing one of 
his favorites, and the next time I 
sang, Mrs. Kane had to do a lot 
of persuading to set him to come 
hear me.

Does 
T well in school. But he does 
one thing that worries me 
a lot. He can’t do his homework 
unless the radio is turned on. Think 
that’s good, or what?” 
No, I don’t think it is good at all. 
I think it is quite the contrary. A 
child ought not to condition him- 
self to a noise while he works, so 
that he must have the noise in 
order to work. It is a useless drain 
on the nervous system, wasteful 
and exhausting. 


When a child does his homework 
with the radio going, his ears are 
listening, and that listening de- 
mands a share of his attention 
whether he is aware of it or not. 
There is nothing more exhausting 
than a long period of listening, and 
when study is added to that it is 
just too much. Neither job is at- 
tended to justly, so neither is done 
well. We are able to do one thing 
at a time and do it well. Divided 
effort lessens efficiency. 

“But I’m not listening,” said one 
such child. “I just like to have 
it going for company.” 

He was not listening consciously,

but his ears were listening. When 
a noise has awakened a sleeper it 
is because his ears were listening 
to that noise even though he slept. 
A bright light will waken a sleeper 
because his eyes register that light 
while he sleeps. It is possible to 
hear without attending, to listen 
without knowing it, but it is not 
possible to do either without losing 
nervous energy. 


Children who are doing their 
homework ought to be thinking 
about it. If they are thoughtful 
about their work they have no 
energy to spare for listening. They 
need all they have for the task in 
hand. 

Then, too, the children should 
be trained to concentrate on the 
work in hand, to attend to it 
thoroughly and do it as well as 
possible. Careless work sets a bad 
habit of work, and that is about 
the worst habit a child can form. 
His work is going to be the expres- 
sion of his character and if he sets 
his work habit in slovenly fashion 
he cannot set his character very 
high. ,
